REMARKS 

A. Status of Claims (37 C.F.R. § 1.173(c)) 

Patent Claims 1-56 are pending as of the date of this Amendment. 
Added Claims 57 and 58 are canceled as of the date of this Amendment. 

B. Request to Proceed to Reinstatement of the Patent 6298331 

Applicants note that this application is a reissue application in which Claims 
57 and 58 were added in a Preliminary Amendment to patent Claims 1-56 from 
U.S. Patent No. 6298331. 

The addition of Claims 57 and 58 in this reissue application was to address 
particular error(s) indicated in the originally filed reissue declaration. Newly- 
added Claims 57 and 58 are now canceled by this Amendment . 

As new Claims 57 and 58 are now canceled, Applicants request allowance of 
this reissue application with pending patent Claims 1-56. 

C. Section 103(a) Rejections 

Claims 57 and 58 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Burke (U.S. Patent No. 5,621,640), and further in view of Mvhre 
Affidavit and Kirk McDonald's Digital Promotions . 

We respectfully traverse the Examiner's Section 103(a) rejection. Claims 57 
and 58 are now canceled, however, rendering the Examiner's rejection moot.
